LONDON, Jan. 24.—The corresponden 


of the» United Press at Constantinople 
telegraphs, under the date of Januar 
23, as follows: 


Tne United Press is given to under 


stand that United States Minister Ter 
rell has not received the assent of th' 
Porte to his demands for admission o 
the American Red Cross society into 
Asia Minor for the purpose of distribu 
ting relief to the suffering Armenians 
The European embassies in Constant! 
nople have not recommended the work 
of the Red Cross society, and the ISrit 
ish embassy finding that Russia ob- 
jected to the society's undertaking the 
work of rellief, withdrew its encour 
agement in order to preserve the unity 
of the Powers, it was alleged. 


A telegeam received here to-day from 


Aintab says that the foreign consuls 
who are delegates to mediate between 
the Turks, who are besieging Zeitoun 
and the Armenians, who are holding 
the town, have arrived at Aintab 
Some of them had all of their baggage 
stolen en route. 


A letter received here from Marash 


says that the Turks have been se- 
verely beaten and repulsed near the 
hot springs. The commanding officer 
of the Turkish soldiers placed his 
men 
in 
the front rank and the 


reserves next. As they were marching 
against the Armenians a terrific ex 
plosion occurred and many of the 
soldiers were blown to atoms. It is 
probable that dynamite was uj 
The Turks say that flames suddenly 
burst from the earth. Other accounts 
confirm the surmise that dynamite was 
used against the Turks. They were 
caught in a defile, and a laage number 
of men were killed. The Turks after 
ward succeeded in capturing the bar 
racks .«nd cut oif the water supply 
from the Armenians.

founder of the Philadelphia Textile 
school, was chosen president for 1896. 


Kobert Laidlaw and E. P. Wilson, of 


Cincinnati, were re-elected treasurer 
and secretary respectively.

The case of The People vs. Alvin and 


Hensoo England is yet on trial in tbo 
ircuit court and will not be u'nibhed 
this week. The brothers are charged 
with assault to murder A. J. Bradsbaw. 
The defense will endeavor to show that 
Bradshaw in the quarrel on July 29, 
first attempted to shoot Alvin England, 
and all questioning is in that direction. 


The examination of Mr. Bradshaw was 


concluded last evening, as was also that 
of C L. Hadley. 


John Bradshaw, son of A. J. Bradshaw, 


was placed on the stand this morning by 
the prosecution. 
He told about his 


father coming to the home of the witness 
after he was wounded, and related the 
circumstances of taking the old gentle- 
man to Latham, and thence to Lincoln 
on the first train to receive surgical at- 
tention. 
Witness also testified that the 


day after the shooting he had visited 
Henson England's home where he foum' 
the shotgun supposed to have been 
ueed in making the assault. 
He also 


found a cut shell containing bird shot, 
and a half pint glass bottle. 
He then 


visited his father's home where the 
shooting occurred and found scattered 
shot imbedded in the walls of the room. 
The general condition of the rooms, to- 
gether with a description of the location 
of the doors, the porch and the furniture 
was described. 


Dr. Ira N. Barnes, who made a close 


examination of Bradshaw at his office 
in Decatur, the day after the shooting, 
said he hf.d practiced medicine in Do 
catur and in the army for 34 years. He 
then told in detail how Bradshaw had 
been wounded, peppered with shot in 
the left arm ^fiom the elbow up to the 
shoulder, in the side ai-d in the back. 
The witness said that altogether he re 
moved CO to 75 shot from the body of 
Bradshaw. 
Think 
the 
left side of 


Bradshaw must have been nearest the 
gun when the shot was lired. The left 
arm was badly sv -alen Knd Bradshaw 
con/plained a good ' deal. 
Bradshaw 


thought then that shot haoS^one into 
the elbow joint. Have not examined him 
since as to the result of the injury. 
There were two sizes of shot, the greater 
number being smaller in size. 


On cross-examination by Buckingham, 


Dr. Barnes confessed that he didn't 
know much about hunting. Ho had 
bought a gun a Rood many years ago, 
but he had not used it. Witness had 
put in an envelope same of the shot he 
had taken out of Bradshaw's body, and 
he produced them for inspection. The 
members of the jury had a chance to 
look ot the shot, held loosely in a piece 
of paper by Mr. Buckingham. Witness

Was in Latham that 
same evening and saw the England boys 
there. They came in from the north 
and Henson went to the poetoffice, Alvin

Had no talk with either 


of them, but was in Latham when the 
Englands were arrested. 


Mr. Redman made a grab at Kish for 


cross-examination, but he dropped him 
quick. The attorney intimated that the 
witness was in the habit of going into a 
saloon at the ba^k door, when Kish re- 
torted sharply, '-No, sir. I do not, like 
you." There was a low laugh all round 
which became more audible as Redman 
,aid, "That's all," the witness walking 
away. 


A. J. Bradshaw was recalled to tell 
.bout the character of the shells he 
tept for his gun. He said he kept them 
n a tin box. All in the box were as 
bright as when bought. The effect of 
keeping shells in a gun some time is to 
cause them to get mouldy at the ends 
and get green. Never knew the shells 
n the box to turn green. 
Had put on 


caps which didn't fire. 


C. Z. Hadley recalled, identified the 


gun that ha had found at Henson En- 
gland's home on July 30. It IB a breech- 
ioading gun.andis known as the England 
?un. It was bright and clean when I 
irst got it, now it is dull looking and 
slightly rusty. This is the gun sup- 
posed to have been used by Alvin. The 
theory of the prosecution is that the 
gun after it had been used had been 
thorovghly cleaned and scoured. 


A. F. Wilson, of tho Mueller Gun Co,, 


testified as to guns and shot-shells. The 
jury obtained considerable valuable in- 
formation as to the carrying power of 
shells., 


Adjourned to 1:30 p. m. 
This afternoon Archie F. Wilson was 


questioned further by State's Attorney 
Mills as to his opinion as to the condi- 
tion of the England gun with special 
reference to how it should look after 
having been used for a period of about 
six months. 


The Bradshaw and England guns 


togethsr with the empty bottle and 
shells were offered in evidence, and Mr. 
Mills and Mr. Ewing gave notice that 
the People had closed their case, except 
the introduction of one other witness 
whose evidence for the prosecution may 
be desired.

the date of the Weller sale but remem- 
ber the sale. 
I was tending bar at 


Latham. Bradshaw came to the saloon. 
On that occasion I don't recollect that 
Bradshaw said he told 
England that 


England and his whole family were a 
set of blanked thieves. Witness testi- 
fied that about a year ago Bradshaw had 
made threats against Alvie England, by 
declaring that if that blanked big- 
footed AJvie ever came on his place 
again he would shoot him down like a 
dog. 


James Allison said he had known 


Bradshaw 12 or 15 years. He considered 
Bradshaw when drunlr, a very quarrel- 
some r- i. On one occasion when wit- 
ness was riding to towii with Bradshaw.^ 
he heard Bradshaw say that A Ivy En- 
gland was a d—d thief, and if ho ever 
set foot on his place again he would 
shoot him. Witness stated 
that 


month after tho shooting he was at 
Latham near the Christian church, he 
heard Bradshaw say that Henson was 
all right, but if hie gun hadn't snapped 
the trouble would have been all over. 
He was talking about Alvy England. 


Ou the cross examination by Mr. 


Ewing the witness reiterated with some 
emphasis what he had testified to on 
the direct examination. 
What Brad- 


shaw said occurred a month after the 
shooting. I first told about the con- 
versation in a saloon at Latham. 
Just 


two day* repeated the conversation to 
Attorney Redmon. 
Never told ,Mr. 


Buckingham anything about tbe con- 
Tftrsatlon. Remember quite distinctly 
what Bradshaw said to me. 


At this juncture Attorney Bucking- 


ham atated that there was positively no 
evidence against He neon England and 
he waked that tbecourt instruct th ^ jury 
to render a verdict finding Hanson not 
guilty. Tbe court asked if the prose- 
cution had anything to fay. Mr. Mills 
and Mr. Ewing both aaid the case was 
not yet closed for the People, as there 
was one other 
witness to be heard. 


Tbe court 
said he would reserve 


hia 
decision 
on 
the 
motion 


until after the remaining .witness for the 
People shall have been he.ud. Mr. 
Buck ngham insisted that tbe court 
should pass on tbe motion at once. 


The court claimed the right to exer- 


cise his discretion. The People claim 
that they have found a party who was 
an eye witness of the shooting at the 
Bradshaw place.

He i« 
senior member on the republican side 
of the committee on claims, and also 
on the committee on privileges ait 
elections. He can be chairman of either 
of .these committees, just as he chooses 
He also has membership in the impor- 
tant commJttees on the judiciary, posi 
offices and post roads and transporta- 
tion routes to the seaboard.

tecs which Senator Mitchell has at- 
tained after years of faithful service 
when it is stated that all legislation is 
framed in congressional committees. 
All of the real successful work accom- 
plished is achieved in committee rooms. 
The general public can read only what 
occurs in open debate; but that is all 
iiress parade work in a majority of 
cases. The ambition of every senator 
when he becomes familiar with sen- 
atorial duties is to secure positions 
upon good committees, with the ulti- 
mate hope of securing a chairmanship 


The chairman of a committee is prac 


tically dictator of all business which is 
referred to his committee. 
He deckle* 


what bills shall be considered by the 
committee, and he usually is authorized 
to 'make favorable or unfavorable re- 
>orts to the senate, in accordance wi*.h 
ais own will and judgment. 


Very few senators can secure posi- 


tions upon the leading committees, be- 
jause they are reserved for the older 
intl more experienced senators, i'or 
example, there are on^y iive members 
of the committee on the judiciary, smcl 
Senator -Mitchell is one of them. The 
other members are senators who have 
;erved continuously for many years. 
There are only three republican sen- 
iors on the committee on privileges 
ind elections. 
They are 
Senator 


Mitchell, Senator Hoar, of Massachu- 
setts, and Senator Chandler, of .New 
Hampshire. The reader has long been 
familiar with the names of those sen- 
itors because they have been long re- 
ained in public life. 
It isdillicu.lt for people who have never 


•esided iu Washington to understand 
low important it is that senators 
ihould be kept in their places, as long 
us they retain their ability to serve the 
>eople. It is only by experience in 
egislution, as iu everything else, that 
i man can become useful. The people 
>C lowii have retained Senator Allison 
n the senate for twenty-four years; 
ind they will soon reelect him for an- 
other term. The people of Massachu- 
•:ctt« have retained Senator Hoar iu the 
senate for eighteen years, and last- 
ivintcr reelected him for another term. 


As soon as the senate is reorganized, 


Sc'nntor Mitchell, as chairman of the 
committee on privileges and elections, 
will be obliged to consider in commit- 
tee and report to the senate the case 
of Col. Henry A. Du Pont, of Delaware, 
who will seek admission to the senate 
without a certificate from the governor 
of his state. The republicans will be 
li.sposed to give Col. l)u l*ont ad- 
mission, but the democrats will oppose 
iis admission. Senator Gray, of Del- 
iware, who is a great constitutional 
awycr, and who has been chairman of 
lie committee on privileges and elec- 
ions, will lead the democrats in their 
tight against Col. J5u Pout's admission;t 
ind Seuator Mitchell will lead the re- 
lublicans in their efforts to have Col. 
Ju Pont seated. It will be a great de- 
bate, and a long contest. Nobody can 
predict the outcome. 


Senator Watson C. Squire, of the state 


of Washington, will be one of the fore- 
ncjt senators in the Fiity-fourth con- 
rress. He is a man of high character, 
•iplcndid and impressive presence, and 
popular with hie colleagjues in the sen- 
ate. Although he has only been in the 
senate for one full term, he has been 
sagacious enough to secure positions 
upon the committees on fisheries and 
•oast defenses, so that he is now the 
eading republican member on each of 
those committees, and can choose for 
limself the chairmanship of either one. 
3oth of these committees are of im- 
portance to the state of Washington. 
t would be a long j^rae before any 
other senator from n It state could 
ichieve such positions^ power for his 
lieople. Although making no preten- 
sions to oratory. Senator Squire is one 
of the most pleasing1 speakers in the 
senate and one of the most influential. 
Ie accomplishes a great deal of good 
in legislation, by going directly to his 
colleagues and explaining to them in- 
dividually the merits of legislation de- 
Hired for his state. This kind of work, 
lone by a popular senator, is much 
more effective than public speaking on 
all occasions. Senator Squire hu of- 
fend to the senate, and • number of 


leading senators are now considering, 
• .practical solution of the financial 
problem, covering- bimetallism In a 
manner which will seem to be more sat- 
isfactory than anything heretofore of- 
fered in that direction. 


Senator Henry M. Teller, of Colorado, 


has been continuously in public life 
since December 4, 1876, when he took 
his seat as a senator from the new 
state of Colorado. 
During the years 


1882, 1833 and 1884 he was secretary of 
the interior. While holding that of- 
fice he was again elected to the senate, 
and has remained a member of that 
august body, always holding high rank 
in leadership. He is regarded as one 
of the most reliable nnd conscientious 
counselors on the republican side of the 
senate, and his advice is always souglit 
by fiis colleagues before any steps are 
taken in matters of important legis. 
lation. He is not given much to speak' 
ing, but is known to be one of the ablest 
orators in the senate or in the country. 
He is regarded as n man of strict in-teg 
rity, honorable and upright in every 
thought as well as every deed. 
For 


many years he has been one of the fore- 
most champions of the principle of free 
coinage of silver. In season and out of 
season, at all times and upon every oc- 
casion, he has advocated this doctrine. 
His attitude has had much to do with 
creating and fostering the sentiment 
in favor of free coinage which has re- 
cently become so prevalent throughout 
the country. He .is a statesman of the 
old school and his views command re • 
spect, primarily because they are' Sen 
ator Teller's views; and everybody 
knows him to be a safe man in political 
and legislative councils. He has si 
ways been a republican and has never 
swerved from his purty because of his 
advocacy of silver. Other republican 
senators have done so without thereby 
aiding the cause of silver. 


Senator Jo C. S. Blackburn, of Ken- 


tucky, who is now making the fight of 
his life for reelection to the senate, is 
one of the great men of this age; and, 
no matter whether or not he shall be 
reelected to the senate, he will com- 
mand attention of the country during 
the Fifty-fourth congress. 
He is a 


magnetic orator, and a man whom 
everybody must like after oiioe clasping 
hands with him. 
He has taken ad- 


vanced ground for the free coinage of 
silver; and on that account his party 
appears to be split into Blackburn and 
anti-Blackburn factions. There is no 
more popular man in Kentucky than 
Blackburn, and yet he is fighting hard 
for his position. Ordinarily he would 
be easily reelected, hot this silver prob-

Senator Wilkinson Call, of Florida, is 


one of the strongest men ever sent to 
the senate from any state. He is a verj; 
quiet, unpretentious gentleman, btit 
in omnivorous reader, a deep thinker 
ind a magnetic orator. 
He is well 


jostcd on all current events, and speaks 
vith deliberation and earnestness, al- 
ways commanding the attention and re- 
spect of his colleagues. 
>"o matter 


what subject may come before Uie sen- 
ite for consideration. Senator Call ap- 
jears to be able to enter upon its dis- 
cussion with a manifest understanding 
ind appreciation of the matter in gi?n- 
ral and in detail. He has read so many 
x>oks, upon so many subjects, and his 
memory is so clear and active, that he 
18 probably one of the most ready de- 
baters in the congress, and one o£ the 
nost instructive as well ns cntertain- 
ng speakers. He is a working senator, 
as will be seen by the fact that he is a 
member of six important committees— 
ippropriations, fisheries, mines and 
mining, revision of the laws, territories 
and chairman of the committee on pat- 
nts. You may well believe that n man 
who attends to his duties on all of those

A Lively Morning Scare at the 


Arcade.

The end of 
the wire fell across the trolley line of 
the street car company and the current 
was carried into the exchange.
